To secure the highest degree of legibility, the letters should 
be slanted uniformly, and upon an angle of from fifty to fifty-five degrees—reckoning from a horizontal—and be spaced

This feature adds much value to a hand-writing; but it should be remembered by the learner that rapidity of 
movement alone is of but little utility, unless accompanied by a LEGIBLE FORMATION oF Lurrers. If legibility and free-

BEAUTY 


Must necessarily appear in the penmanship. The beauty of a hand-writing may be greatly increased by a proper dis- 
tribution of suap, which adds much to the elegance and boldness of epistolary writing. In Book-keeping, where a 
condensed, compact style is required, but little, if any, shading is needed. 
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As it is neither possible nor desirable for different persons to write precisely the same hand and style of capitals, the 

author deems it essential (in the higher numbers of his copy-books) to give the three or four different styles of Spen- 

| cerian penmanship most approved and practiced in book-keeping, record, and epistolary writing. This feature will not 

only do much towards cultivating good taste, but will aid young men and women in selecting and adopting a style of 

penmanship suited to their wants, and best calculated to secure and preserve an rxprvipuaLity to their practical hand-
